The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record fails to disclose or imply a polishing cloth for chemically mechanically polishing a 
workpiece comprising polishing projections having polishing faces disposed on a first 
plane, polishing agent passages having bottoms disposed in a second plane, a plurality 
of one-stage portions formed between the polishing faces of polishing projections and 
the bottoms of polishing agent passages and disposed on a third plane, and the first, 
second and third planes spaced apart from and extending parallel to one another, as 
specifically recited by applicant's respective claims.
